TorAn DesTRUCTiON oF ToE UNITED
BTATES JRON-CLAD FRIGATE © New IROoNsIDES " —
Inaddiion to our narrative on the third page of
to-day's papor, we have beon favored Ly an ove-
witness with the fellowiog intercsting and acvurate
account of the burving of this magnifloent ship:—

To underatand the “situstion’ fully, It is nepessary
to state that all the iron-elads In the Delaware wore
temporarily lald up in ordinary at League Island,
near the oity, ns soon s they wero sent out of com-
mission at the close of the war, to await the action
of Congress upon the floml selection of a per
mavent depot for armored vedsels, The lght
draft tron-clnds, and three or four doub'e-endors,

were moored in a long ling im the olannal
behind the jaland, and the mivhtier ships, the
New Irompides, Dictator, Canonicws, and Atlanta
the latter captured from the Rebels by the Weshaw-
‘en, near Savaoush, Ga.), wore anohored n about
four imthoms of water on the river front of the
wland, and abont six hundred feot from the shore,
The Dictator was farthest down the river, the Atlnia
astern of her on the starboard quarter, and the Zron.
uides ontside of both; all sceured with massivo ehains
and anchors, with their bows fucing down the
stream, and 80 olose together that you could step
from one to the other, The Camonicus. about n
month since, was towed up 1o the yard to be docked
aud painted, gnd the old sloop of-war 8¢, Lowis and
the Clematis were hauled belweou the large iron-
clnds and the shore, and above the wharl, The

Mosi ot
them bad retired for the night, but the slarm of dre
18 0 peenlinrly stirring ory to a naval oficer, nnd
they were soon on the spot  Commander John
Irwin, who was no: well at the time, was at bis po-t
with s corps of officers, and aolve efforts were
made tosuppross the lire by meaus of buckets, and
tarpauling to check tho draft, oto, but the deo-e
black smoke, which now rose in immsnse volumes,
overpowerad and drove them to the spar deck

A epecial messonger, namod O'Neill, was des.
patched to the Navy Yard for assistance, and the
taithiul fellow, at & “aouble quick,” ran the en ire
disiance. easily four miles, in twenty-nine minuies;
and, after alarming the fire companies in the lower
ﬁurt of the eity, and the Second Street Station

ouse, reported (o the oflicer of the day, Lisutonat
L, C. Cochrane, ot tne Marine Corps, who immo-
dirtoly aroused the Commandant and olher officrrs
olthe Yard. IThe naval tugs £ilgrimand Glancs
were ordered to get up stoam. 1he onpiain of the
Sifgrim, with commendable despatoh, socured a
pilor, and by 1 o’clook had started with the Exocu
tive officer of the Yard, Cap'mn W, H, Macomb,
and & inrge company ol marmes, undor Lieutonant
Cochraneg, for the wland, distant by water seven
miles, 1he Glance followed a hitle later, with a
detachment of sailors from the reo-iving ship Con-
ste/lation. Long before either arrived, howover, the
Ironeides was a doomed oratt

The gtram fire engine Shiffler was first on the
ground, followed by the Southwark and Franklio,
and the Marion, Franklin, and Southwark Hosoe
Compames, and two others, whose names wo are
gorry not to recolleot, a8 their marvellous prom -
ness fn euch a long run was worthy of all praise,
Unfortunately, tho tide was at the lowest ebb, nnd,
as the pier or platlorm leadimg ownt to the ves-als,
which were moored topoiher with immense iron
chains, was too narrow to admit the whoels of (he
steamers, thoy experienced the double diflicully o
being vnable to procure & propor supply of water,
o;l- approach nesrer than five or six hundred feet of
the fire,

The firemen, however, wont to werk with a will,
and with the assistanod of the marines, who ware
detailed to carry fuel to the steamers and assist 1n
lcudin%:ut the hose, succeeded 1n gotting u stream
cn the bow of the slip atout two o’clock,

The scene was uow grand and impressive, The
devouriug fames rose up along the entire length of
the huge mouster—the burmng masts, ke pillars of
fire, stood up in bold relief agmmst the dark back
ground—the brave firemon, like salamanders, scaled
#rim iron walis—and tho grim sentry on the deck of
the Dhctator rlmeuy paced his beat, the perfeoction
ol military dirolpline—but admiration was suppressed
in sorrow,

The “Prideof Philadelphin,” the terror of Charles
ton, the noblest vessel in the navy of the United
States, almost fresh from tle peenes of her trinmphs,
was in the throes of mu ignoble death, and those
most anxlous were powerless to save her,

Tne Southwark and Frankhn soon eame into
aotion by cutiing the ioo and drawing water (ron a
ditch. Two streams were added trom the tugs, and
fcr u time the fire yielded, Nearly ha!f o1 the ship—
that }urt forward ol the mainmast—was darkened,
bul the wind blew sharper and colder, ang nothiog
further couid be A

Had she been alongslde of & dook, there isno doubt
that the firemen would have conquored. About 3
o'clock the preat iron smokestack settled and fell
acrovs the ceok toward the portside; at 4 the
mizzenmast fell over asiorn, and an hoor later the
mainmaest followed sult, but aid not ail go into the
water. About 6 it commenoed snowing and blowing
furfoualy ; at 8 the Pilgrim, with the marines, ro.
furped to the Nevy Yard, and about 0 the engmis
started baek to the oity, everybody cold and hungry,
with overcoats frozen stiff as boards  The port-mde
of the vessel had then lalion in, and it was belioved
ehe would goon sink.

Those who were eoslly sleeming in nlee warm boda
can have littio idea of the events of that night, Two
firemen oelonging to the Sheffler Company wore
mounting a lndder on the starboard gide ot the ANew
drommsides, when its lasbings guvo way sod prec -
pitated ene of them into the iereold Dolaware, and
the other to the solid deck of vhe Dictater.

The first was in grest peril tor a tew momonts as
he was jammed between the hulls of the two vossols,
il & very narrow space, and the tide and floating joe
wore boith forcing their way through, but some ol
his comrades and a pal'ant mariue flshed him uo
and carped him to the waed-room of the Dictaos
where there wns & warm fire,  The water from the
vurstiog howe (rose in wil directions, und the deoks
of the fron vessels and the foot planks were so slip
pery that it wns only by usiug the jife lines that we
could get mboard.
